AN ACT concerning open meetings.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The Open Meetings Act is amended by changing

Section 2.06 as follows:

(5 ILCS 120/2.06) (from Ch. 102, par. 42.06)

Sec. 2.06. (a) All public bodies shall keep written

minutes of all their open meetings and a verbatim record of____ ________________________

all their closed meetings in the form of an audio or video_____________________________________________________________

recording.
